_ Offer New Terms. 


SEEK WAY TO END STRIKE 


Concessions by Anthracite Own- 
ers or Interference by Gov. 
Stone Are Most Talked 
of Remedies. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 4.—[Special.]—So 
important does President osevelt regard 
the reaching a solution of the coal strike 
that he has arranged for a conference at the 
White house Sunday morning with Secre- 
tary Root, Secretary Moody, Attorney Gen- 
eral Knox, and Commissioner of Labor 
Wright. 

The conferees tnclude the three lawyers in 
the cabinet and the commissioner of labor, 
whose acquaintance with the details of the 
situation is of value tothe president. It can- 
not be definitely stated that the conference 
has been called to consider any particular 
plan, but it is intimated that developments 
have arisen which require serious considera- 
tion, 

It is declared that the mine operators, 
alarmed by the public clamor aroused by 
their action of yesterday, may submit better 
terms and a plan of arbitration. 

Following the abortive conference at the 
White house last Friday between the ra!llroad 
presidents and the labor leaders, the interest 
centered in the action which the president 
_— take to bring the strike to a conclu- 

on. 


Two Propositions Advanced, 
Briefly stated, the mass of speculation and 
prediction which filled the air during the 
ay resolve itself into two propositions: 
The railroad presidents may submit to 
President Roosevelt an amended proposi- 
tion. 
Pressure may be brought to bear upon Gov. 
Stone to exercise state authority for the set- 
tlement of the strike, 


Morgan Anxious for Peace. 

It is known to the president and his cabi- 
net that J. Pierpont Morgan is anxious to 
end the strike. It is believed that he wil! use 
his influence with the railroad presidents 
who appeared before the president to get 


them to present a proposition more accepta- 
than the one which they presented last 


Friday—viz. : 

That the miners should seek redress for 
their grievances before the judges of the 
courts of common pleas in Pennsylvania. . 

The absurdity of this proposition was ap- 
parent as soon as it was made, for there are 
nearly 150,000 miners; large numbers of them 
cannot speak English; the judges cannot act 
as arbitrators in the matter of wages, and, 
altogether, the litigation would be lengthy, 
tedious, expensive, and practically impossi- 
ble for the miners to enter upon. 


Operators Ignore the President. 


There is, however, another, and, so far as 


‘the president is concerned, a more interest- 
ing phase of the case. President Mitchell in 


his first address to the conference stated 
the willingness of the miners to submit their 
case to arbitrators named by the president. 

The coal opérators, when they submitted 
their written statements, ignored the presi- 
dent entirely. They did not even indirectly 
refer to him, but, going to the other extreme, 
suggested that the miners should go before 
inferior judges for a settlement of their dif- 


» ficulties. 


It is known that the railway presidents 
have been made acquainted with the serious 
mistake which they committed in thus 
slighting the president, and this gives rise 
to the belief that they will take occasion, if 
they have not already done so, to present 
an amended proposition which will recog- 
nize him. 

It is hardly possible that their absolute re- 
fusual to take the president into considera- 
tion was a deliberate attempt to offer him 


an affront. 


Pressure on Gov. Stone. 

In the meantime it is also regarded as cer- 
tain that pressure will be brought to bear 
upon Gov. Stone to take some action which 
will end the strike. This pressure is not like- 
ly to take the shape ofa letter from the pres- 
ident to the governor, although ft was sug- 
gested yesterday that Mr. Roosevelt might, 
in view of the conflicting statements made 
at Friday’s conference, promptly*ecall upon 
Gov. Stone for an exact statement of the 
conditions in the coal regions. 

There is no doubt in the minds of the mem- 
bers of the cabinet that the matter is one 
with which the state of Pennsylvania should 
promptly deal, the president being ready to 
bring into action the resources of the federal] 
government if the state cannot control the 
situation. Up to the present time, however, 
there has been no appeal from the Pennsyl- 
vania authorities for federal aid, and until 
the appeal is made the president cannot in- 


terfere. * 


Politics Might Hamper Action. 

Opinions differ as to the action which the 
governor of Pennsylvania might take. The 
suggestion is Made that the legislature might 
be called in extra session to compel arbitra- 
tlon between the operators and the miners. 

The trouble is, however, that there is an 
election impending in Pennsylvania, and 
the authorities there are not likely to take 


any steps which would throw the immense | 


labor vote of the state to the democratic 
candidate for governor. The general impres- 
sion in Washington is that noreliance can be 


laid upon the Pennsylvania authorities so far 


as action is concerned. 


Congress Would Be Too Slow. 
While the convening of congress in extra 
session is still suggested, it will be the last 


resort of the president, for the reason that it 
does not insure the immediate resumption 


of work at the mines, a condition which the 
president regards as essential to any plan 
which may be adopted. Congress could not 
convene for two weeks and it would probably 
be the middle of November before any defin- 
ite legislation was evolved. This delay is not 
in accordance with the desires of the presi- 
dent. 


Outline of the Plan. 

The suggestion is made that President 
Mitchell of the United Mineworkers may be 
able to have the men now on strike return to 
work in order to avert the impending disas- 
ter which a fuel famine will cause, and that

GEN. BOOTH IN NEW YORK. 


SALVATION ARMY LEADER AR- 
RIVES AND TELLS PLANS. 


Greeted by Big Fleet of Vessels as He 
Comes Up Bay — Intends to Travel 
Twenty-five Thousand Miles in the 
United States and Canada and De- 
liver Hundreds of Addresses—De- 
eclares Reformation of Drunkards 
and Lower Classes Is Successful. 


New York, Oct. 4.—[Special.]—When Gen. 
William Booth,‘the father of the Salvation 
army, passed through the Narrows on the 
Philadelphia today on a visit from England 
he saw more army flags fiying from float- 
ing craft than have been seen in the harbor 
before, 

A fleet of twelve steamers, especially char- 
tered for the occasion at a cost of more than 
$1,500, was filled with Salvation lads and 
lassies from all over the country, who went 
down as far as quarantine to welcome the 
organizer of the great army. | 

There was a brass band on the tugboat 
Mutual, the flagship, and two immense silk- 
en flags that read ‘*‘ Welcome General.”’ A 
tug with the appropriate name of Guiding 
Star fired off hundreds of dollars’ worth of 
bombs. 

Those who accompanied the general from 
London Were his private secretary, Maj. 
Fred R. Cox; Col. John Lawley, traveling 
secretary and commissioner; George A. Pol- 
lard. Booth-Tucker, son-in-law of the gen- 
eral, went down the bay in the revenue 
cutter Hudson, and boarded the Philadelphia 
off quarantine. 

The greeting at the steamship pier was 
The shouting of the 
privates in the army was deafening. 

Gen. Bovth had one of the finest state- 
rooms on the Philadelphia. It was suite 
No, 50, and, with its private bath attach- 


ment, cost $300, 


\ Gives Purpose of Visit. 

Following a short conference with Com- 
mander Booth Tucker, Gen. Booth said to the 
reporters in answer to questions: : 

“TI have come here for the consolidation 
and expansion of the army. Our way of 
giving out religion has passed out of the ex- 
perimental stage. We have shown by our 
practices that the vicious and criminal 
classes can be dealt with effectively and by 
the least expensive methods. 

“We deal out religion with the codpera- 
tion of the divine power. We cannot doany- 


thing without money, but no other religious ;- 


order does so much at so little expense. In 
England seven months ago we started a cam- 
paign to save 5,000 drunkards. Up to now 
we have reformed about 3,800, and this, too, 
without the expenditure of a single penny 
for that particular purpose. 


Much Success; Few Failures. _ 

“The social experiments which I an- 
nounced twelve years ago in my book, ‘In 
Darkest England,’ were to be undertaken, 
have proved a substantial success. I do not 
Say that there have been no failures, but we 
have shown what can be done for the sub- 
merged classes. Every night we shelter 
17,000 of the wretchedest beings that live. 


The experiments could be multiplied if. we’ 


had the _bulidings, and no outcast need re- 
main unsheltered. 

** Of the 97,481 applications for work from 
the unemployed we have found work for 
more than 80,000. On one wharf in London 
we keep employed all the year round 250 men 
of a wretched and dangerous class at an an- 
nual expense of $1,250. If they were cared 
for as paupers in the ordinary way it would 
mean an expense of $43,750 a year to the 
These classes need not be a burden. 


Inebriates Can Be Saved. 

** We have proven that a large percentage 
of the inebriate class can be reclaimed with- 
out great cost. In our homes for women 50 
per cent are reclaimed, and the percentage 
would be larger but for the number of imbe- 
ciles among them. 

‘““We are doing remarkable work among 
women. The Roman Catholic church does 
a vast amount of good among that class, but 
I think that we are doing more. Of the 6,000 
girls which our 121 homes have sheltered in 
the last three years, 5,000 have turned out 
satisfactorily. We have taken from the 
streets and brothels in eight years more than 
38,000 girls.”’ 

Speaking of.the separation from him of. 
twe members of his family, Gen. Booth Said: 
“It has been a great sorrow to me—one of 
the regrets of my life. But,’’ he added, “‘ the 
Salvation Army does not belong to the 
Booths, 


| Dreams of Colonization. 
“My dream,’ he concluded, “is the col- . 
Oonization of land. We have 30,000 acres alto- 
gether now, and in England we have spent 
$750,000. In one,colony there the land we 
have improved has increased in value from 
$90 an acre to $2,500. On our Fort Amity 
colony in Colorado the land we bought 
for $30 an acre is now worth $3,600. Cecil 
Rhodes offered me as much land as 1 wanted 
in Rhodesia. Mr. Carnegie has been ap- 
pealed to for funds, but 1 would like to see: 
him myself.”’ 


Crime Not Increasing. 
‘*Do you think there ‘is an increase in the 
number of criminals here and abroad?” — — — 
“No, I do not think there has been any 
increase in the last ten ortwenty years. But

IS FOUND GUILTY

GOT RICH FRANCHISE. 


Ex-Councilmen Who Received 
Money from Him Appear 
Against Him in 
Court.

St. Louis, Mo., Oct. 4.—{Special. ]—The jury 
in the bribery case of R. M. Snyder, financial 
agent of the Central Traction company, to- 
night brought in a verdict of guilty and fixed 
his punishment at five years in the peniten- 
tidry. | 

The decision hinged largely upon whether 

Snyder was for the last three years a resident 
of Missouri or of New York. 
_ The crime charged against the defendant, 
who was formerly a Kansas City banker of 
wealth and prominence, was bribing mem- 
bers of the St. Louis,municipal assembly to 
pass an ordinance granting the Central 
Traction company a valuable franchise. 


Hurries to Give Bonds. 
No bondsmen were present when Snyder's 
conviction was announced, the defense hav- 
ing apparently been confident that its testi- 
mony concerning Snyder's residence in Kan- 
gas City would convince the jury that he was 
entitled to the benefits of the statute of 
limitation as a shield for his crime. 

The incarceration of the convicted man 
seemed to be imminent when two of his 
attorneys, ex-Judge Henry S. Priest and 
Morton Jourdan, signed his appeal bond for 
$25,000, securing his release until the’ term 
of court commencing on Monday. Early 
in this term Snyder. will be sentenced and 
motions for appeal and a new trial filed. 


Aldermen Confess All. 

The statute of limitations having run 
against some of those bribed, they turned 
state’s evidence against Snyder in hope of 
_wecuring leniency for subsequent offenses 
for which they are yet to be tried. 

One of the ex-councilmen, Frederick H. 
Uthoff, testified that he had had a conversa- 
tion with Louis Deckman, acting for Snyder, 
about the traction bill and that Deckman 
left $50,000 on the sofa in Uthoff’s house 
when he departed.. He said he returned this 
money to Snyder, who then promised to pay 
him $100,000, $60,000 in cash and $40,000 in 
securities, but that subsequently he stated 
that he had paid $50,000 to President Meier 
of the city council, through his son, Fred 
Meier. 


Admits He Handled Money. 
Testifying as to the opposition to the Cen- 


teresting bit of information the Snyder trial 
has yet disclosed, involving the names of 
John Scullin, ex-street railroad magmrate, and 
Edward Butler, a local millionaire poli- 
tician, who, Uthoff said, tried to defeat the 
Central Traction measure by the use of a 
big sum of money, distributed in relays of 
$5,000 each to the councilmen every month. 
He testified Butler paid the money to him 
and that he distributed it among Council- 
men Gast, Brinkmeyer, Gaus, Kratz, and 
Thuner. 


Accuses Prominent Men. 

Uthoff testified that Millionaire John Scullin 
had paid him $25,000 to protect interests which 
he represented, the money to be divided 
among seven councilmen; that Col. Ed But- 
ler, representing railroad interests oppos- 
ing the Central Traction company, had paid 
seven councilmen a salary of $5,000 a year 
each to protect the properties he was safe- 
guarding, the money being handed to Uthoff 
each month and by him distributed among 
the councilmen. 

Uthoft®hen told how Snyder failed to give 


York Snyder paid him $2,500, and again in 
this city gave him another $2,500, this being 
all the money he obtained from the promoter. 


Offered $50,000 for Vote. 

Uthoff testified that while a membey of the 
city council in 1898, when the north and south 
traction bills were pending, Robert M. Sny- 
der called on him at his residence. Uthoff 
continued: 

‘‘ After talking socially half an hour Sny- 
der said he lived in New York, that he 
was a millionaire, and that he was connected 
with a bank in Kansas City. Then he again 
spoke of the Central traction bill. I told him 
I did not want to talk about the matter. He° 
said we were both masons, and we could dis- 
cuss it the same as lodge matters. Hesaidl 
ought to favor him with his bill. 


- «7 told him I had been approached and 


offered $50,000 for my vote. ‘I will get that 
amount and send it by Dieckmann,’ said Sny- 


ner to-me.”’

A majority of the replies, how- 
ever, gave the opinion that President Roose- 
velt has reached the limit of his power; that 
he, officially, can do nothing to bring about 4 
settlement of the anthracite mine troubles.

A few hold that coal is a public necessity

BANKS NOTIFIED BY SHAW 


OFFICIALLY INFORMED OF RE- 


SERVE RELEASE PLAN. 


Are Not Expected to Maintain Govern- 


ment Bonds Security Against Gov- 
ernment Deposits—Law on Point Is 
Quoted and Assurance Given That 
for Time Being It Will Not Be En- 


forced—Is the First Authoritative 


Washingto, D. C., Oct. 4.—[Special.}—Sec- 


retary Shaw today issued an official notice 
to the ratidnal banks of the country that 
they will not be required to hald a reserve of 
25 per cent on government deposits secured 
by government bonds. 


This is the first official notice of the secre- 


tary’s action which has been given, the pre- 
vious notice having been announced through 
the newspapers while the secretary was in 
New York a few days ago. ‘The order was 
issued after a conference between President 
Roosevelt, Secretary Shaw, and Controller 
Ridgely. There has been considerable dis- 
cussion between the secretary and controller 
as to the legality of this action, and yester- 
day, as announced in these dispatches, the 
two officials came to an agreement. ‘The 
president indorsed this today and afterwards 
the order of Secretary Shaw was issued. 


The statement says in'so many words that 


the law requiring the banks to hold a reserve 
against deposits will not be enforced so far as 
it relates to government deposits. The law 
requires that a reserve be maintained against 
all deposits, but the statement is silent with 
reference to deposits other than those of the 
government, and it is assumed the law so far 
as it relates to private deposits will be en- 
forced. 


Statement of Secretary Shaw. 


Secretary Shaw's statement is as follows: 


*** A wholly unauthorized and unfounded re- 
port appears tohave been sent from Washing- 
ton yesterday calculated to mislead, with 
reference to the action taken by the secretary 
of the treasury relative to the maintenance 
of reserve against government deposits se- 
cured by government bonds. That there may 
be no misunderstanding, either as to the law 
or the action taken by the department you 
are advised: 


“ The national banking act; as you are well 


aware, lays down the rule that all associa- 
tions shall maintain certain reserve against 
all deposits, failing to do which the ‘ con- 
troller of the currency may notify any asso- 
ciation to make good such reserve.’ Failing 
to do which within thirty days ‘the con- 
troller may with the concurrence of the sec-

Law Not to Be Enforced. 


“The law therefore lays down the rule 


that the reserve shall be maintained, but 
lodges a discretion with the controller and 
with the secretary of the treasury as to the 
enforcement of the rule. You are therefore 
notified that the rule will not be enforced 
so far as it relates to government deposits 
secured by government bonds. 


“It must be borne in. mind in this con- 


nection that it is not the intention of the 
Gepartment to encourage increased credit. 
On the contrary, great conservatism should 
be exercised. But it is the desire of the 
department that no worthy business in- 
terest shall suffer simply because a bank has 
invested its money in government bonds to 
secure a government deposit, ahd to that 
extent has relieved the treasury from a 
growing surplus and has thus restricted its 
capacity to extendaccommodation.” .

FOUND IN CELLAR 


Detecti ves Unearth Subjects 
in Basement of Indiana 
Medical College. — 


LAW NOT COMPLIED WITH. 


Work ‘of Organized Band of 
Graye Robbers Excites Indi- 
» anapolis People. — 


‘Indianapolils, Ind., Oct. 4.—[Special. }—Ten 
partly decomposed human bodies were found 
beneath the floor of the basement of the 
Indiana Medical college this afternoon by de- 
tectives armed with.search warrants. | 

The Indiana college authorities had de- 
clared just previous to the search that there 
were no bodies on the premises except six 
legally accounted for. The search proceeded 
in spite of the declaration, and the ten bodies 
were found. They had been buried in lime 
to hasten decomposition and were beyond 
identification. 

When the bodies were discovered the col- 
lege officers said they were greatly aston- 
ished, and attempted to explain the matter 
by saying the bodies had probably been 
buried in the débris when the institution 
burned about four years ago. 

The Indiana Medica! college is the leading 
medical institution of the state, and most 
of.the prominent physicians of this city are 
connected with it. 


College Officers Undet Arrest. 

._Dr. David Ross, demonstrator of anatomy 
of the Indiana college, had this morning 
taken to police headquarters a book which 
he alleged contained the names of the per- 
sons whose bodies had been dissected by 
his college in the last two years. According 
to the record, all the bodies used were those 
of paupers, the bodies having been un- 
claimed and ‘turned over to the college by 
law. Two hours later the ten bodies were 
found. An affidavit has been filed against 
Dr. Ross for failing to keep such a record 
as required by law. 

“The demonstrators of three other medica) 
and dental colleges are now undér arrest on- 
a similar charge, together with the seven 
negroes charged with grave robbing. Dr.

The 
work was so cleverly handled that not until 
the last shovelful of earth was removed from 
the boxes and the Hd raised were the bodies 
found to be missing.

Healy Confers with Deneen. 

State’s Attorney Deneen and his assistant, 
A. C. Barnes, are said to have in readiness 
a huge surprise for the defense in the con- 
epiracy trial. They held a long conference 
yesterday forenoon with Healy, and the re- 
port gained currency that Healy had agreed 
to turn estate’s evidence and disclose the 
truth concerning the alleged forgery of the 
receipt for the taxes on the Masonic temple. 

During part of the time that Healy was 
closeted with Mr. Deneen a stenographer was 
present. Neither Healy nor Mr. Deneen 
would disclese the object of the conference, 
but it was remarked that the faliiure of 
Healy to appear in Judge Chetlain’s court 
on Friday when an argument for a contin- 
uance was presented by Capt. Williams’ at- 
torneye wae significant. 


Explains the Jurors’ Votes. 

The Wheeler jury came into Judge Chet- 
lain’s courtroom at 12:30, sleepy eyed, and 
evidently dissatisfied with itself. The twelve 
men had passed the entire night in discuss- 
ing the case. In answer to the questions of 
the court Foreman McKechney replied that 
it was his belief that an agreement was im- 
‘possible, and the judge ordered the dis- 
charge of the jury without further delay. 

Foreman McKechney, in discussing the de- 
liberations of the jury, said that the seven 
men who voted guilty were not business men 
familiar with commercial paper  transac- 
tions. Five business men, he said, could not 
believe from the testimony that the notes 
were forged.

WILL SUB RAYMOND. 


COUNTY TREASURER 
R $1,000,000. | 


Sum Is Alleged to Represent the Inter- 
Municipal Fands During 
Three Years — Bankers 
Callea On to Bring Books Into Court 
and to Testify — Bill of Discovery 
Also Being Prepared—Untaxed Offi- 
cials Still Explaining. 


County Treasurer Raymond will be charg 
with the illegal retention of $1,000,000 in three 
suits which are to be filed by the city tomor- 
row or on Tuesday. This sum is alleged to 
represent the interest on city funds which 
he has held in the years 1898, 1899, and 1900. 
In addition, it is alleged that $250,000 
has been withheld illegally. 

Three declarations have been prepared for 
each year, and the sums represent estimates 
based on the tax levy, the town collectors’ 
warrant books, and the delinquent lists. For 
the purpose of computatién it has been 
assumed that the funds held in banks have 
been drawing interest at the rate of 244 per 


cent. 

In addition to these suits a bill of discovery 
is being prepared, and this will bring an in- 
“vestigation before a master in chancery to 
ascertain what interest the county treasurer 
has secured bydoaning funds. 


Fine Would Be Immense. 

A fine -of double the amount loaned is pre- 
scribed by law, with the alternative of a jail 
sentence, An imposition of the fine would 
amount to bankruptcy for nearly any man 
of wealth in Chicago if the charges of the 
city could be established. 

By law it is the duty of the county treas- 
urer to remit collections to the various 
taxing bodies every two weeks or every ten 
days on demand. Mr. Raymond asserts that 
every time the city has asked for money it 
has been forwarded as requested. The im- 
possibility of making returns every 
weeks of all money collected has been ex- 
plained by the county treasurer, who asserts 
that he has neither the room nor the men to 
make balances. *

CITY TO REPAIR 
DEARBORN BRIDGE 


“Approach to Span Will Be 


Made Secure from Collis- 
ion with Steamers. 
REPORT BY AN EXPERT, 


Informs “The Tribune” That 
|. Danger Can Be Removed With- 


out Excessive Cost. 


-

The north approach to the Dearborn street 
bridge, which has been declared a death- 
trap by vesselmen, is to be properly safe- 
guarded at once. City Engineer Ericson 


| yesterday gave orders to the harbor engi- 


‘meer to find if possible some ready funds in 
his appropriation ad have sufficient piling 
put in to prevent the approach being struck 
by steamers. 

The imminent danger to pedestrians who 
gather on the approach when the bridge is 
opened was first called to the attention of 
the city officials by Capt. James R. Sinclair, 
manager of the Great Lakes Towing com- 
pany. He told Harbor Engineer Burke that 


the captains of his tugs regarded the north 
draw of Dearborn street as the most danger- 


ous spot in the river, so far as the people on 


shore were concerned, 


Expert Makes Examination. 

On the request of Tue TRIBUNE E. C, 
Shankland, who ist regarded as an authority 
on engineering matters, has made an exam- 
ination of the approach and the timber sup- 
ports which were placed under it when the 
masonry pier was knocked to pieces last 
summer by passing steamers. 

‘*T have examined the plans of the timber 
work and the approach itself,” said Mr. 
Shankland, ‘and then I had a talk, with 
City Engineer Ericson. So far as the timber 
work is concerned, it is strong enough to 
bear all the loads that are likely to be placed 
onit. The piling around the approach, espe- 
cially on the east side, is all gone, except 
right at the old stone pier. I can see where 
a steamer, if it should get to swinging badly 
in the current, would be likely to run through 
the old rotten piles, which are broken off at 
the water’s\edge, and of course would strike 
the approach. The weight of the collision 
would, of course, determine the damage done 


‘to the approach. 


‘So far as the old piling is concerned, the 
bridge has been in that condition for a long 
time, and the effect would have been just as 


bad if a collision should have happened 


previous to the erection of the timber work. 
Mr. Ericson told me that he had given in- 
structions to the harbor engineer to have the 
approach properly protected from the at- 


tacks of boats. 


‘**In view of the fact that the sanitary dis- 
trict. in t~ replace the bridge with,a new, one 
as soon as the bridge at State street is com- 
pleted, Mr. Ericson says that it was not 
deemed advisable to rebuild the stone pier to 
the approach. There are two gas tunnels 
right under it and the work would have been 
expensive. The timber work cost $1,500, less 
than a third of the cost of a stone pier, and 
ought to be sufficient for the few months it 
will be used. The piling protection which 
the city is planing to put in will make the 
place safe for pedestrians until the bridge is 
torn down.’”’ 


Current Causes the Danger. 

‘The hazard of collision, which vesselmen 
have pointed out, is due tg the current in the 
river at this point. The river bends‘tt State 
street, and incoming steamers, with the cur- 
rent behind them, are obliged to swing across 
the stream to the north draw for the reason 
that the south draw is too shoal for deep 
laden boats. While they are pointing diagon- 
ally across the river the current carries their 
sterns around rapidly, heading them for the 
dangerous approach on the north side. 

_ The backing of the engines only makes 
matters worse, because a propeller always 
swings its stern to port when the wheel is 
reversed, and the collisions of the steamers 
Montana and Conestoga, which broke up 
the stone pier, are laid to this combination 


_of causes. Tugmen say that the full power 


of the towboats is necessary to keep loaded 
ships in the channel! at all times, and that 
should a towline break at a critical timea 
disastrous collision would inevitably follow. 

This danger was pointed out to Mr. Eric- 
son by THE TRIBUNE, and Mr. Shankand’s 
inspection completed his determination to 
-. place safe at once. 


HURT BY STOPPING RUNAWAY:

years, but it is one which strikingly reveals 
the precarious condition of national finances. 
It discloses that the deficit for the year ex- 
ceeds $40,000,000. 

Some $6,500,000, which Rouvier proposes 
to recoup, will be recouped by his clever 
scheme of conversion of the 8% per cent 
rentes.

Coal Strike a Grave Problem. 


The industrial situation is aggravated by 
the threatened genera! strike of coal hands, 


who seem inclined to follow the example of 


their colleagues in the United States, and it ts 
being eagerly discussed whether President 
Loubet or Dr. Combes might not advantage- 
ously take a leaf from President Roosevelt's 


book and summon representatives of both - 
sides of the controversy for consultation, 
with a view to come to terms. ‘The situation 


here, however, differs from that in the 
United’ States, because, while the strikers 
seem on’'the whole inclined to submit to ar- 
bitration, the operators and capitalists re- 
fuse to comply with any such arrangement 
that may be instigated by the Combes cabi- 
net, which, they claim, exists only on the 
sufferance of the socialists. 


Wheat Crop Unusually Large. 

According to official igures gathered by the 
ministry of aggiculture, the French wheat 
crop now harvested is 125,000,000 hectoliters, 
or, in round numbers, 334,000,000 bushels, 
thus making a crop for 1902 that in twenty- 
five years has been exceeded only on two 
occasions—namely::in 1898 and 1899—when 
the crops were 353,000,000 bushels each year. 


The French wheat crop of 1901 was only 


294,150,000 bushels, and as the reserve store 
of. wheat now is exhausted it is estimated 
by the leading dealers that to meet the home 
consumption, which is calculated at 335,000, - 
000 bushels, France will need to import this 
year orly 2,000,000 bushels of foreign wheat, 
a quantity considerably less than recorded 
for twenty-five years. 

The French wheat this year is of excellent 
quality. 

The reports from Champagne, Burgundy, 
and Bordeaux show an alarming falling off 
in the vintage, it being estimated that this 
year’s champagne*vintage will be only one- 
quarter of the average, and only one-third of 
the average vintage in Burgundy and Bor- 
deaux. The quality of the grapes is thin and 
acid owing to the excessive rains and the 
lack of sunshine to produce the requisite 
amount of sugar for the finer grades of wine.

Dr. Hjalmar Schacht, in Prussian Year 
Book, Says Germany Must Copy 
American System. 


BERLIN, Oct. 4.—Dr,. Hjalmar Schacht, in 
an article in the Prussian Year Book, says: 

“If Germany is to bold her place in inter- 
fational competition she must reorganize 
her industries on the grand scale of 
American trust system, abandoning 
syndicates just as the American industries 
discarded pooling agreements fifteen years 


“The German manufacturers are begin- 
ning to recognize this. The rextile manu- 
facturers are now interchanging ideas, look- 
ing to the unification of that industry. The 
conclusions are that syndicates ninder the 
progress of technical skill and production, 
weaken Germany’s position as a competitor 
in the world’s markets, and produce an un- 
fair distribution of wealth. . 

‘Trusts mean the progress of technical 
appliances, reduction of the costs of produc- 


tion to a minimum, increase in wages, and | 


the heightening of the competitivd power of 
the United States in the world’s markets.” 
Dr. Sohacht adds that the evils of the 
trusts must be dealt with legislatively.

Liberals Do Not Want Responsibility.

FIGURES SHOW BETTER MARKET 


Transfer and Building Figures Best for 
Ten Years—Falling Off in 
dicial Gales. 


Conclusive evidence of the. steadily im- 
proving condition of the Chicago real estate 
market is found in a comparison of the trans- 
fer and building figures of the last nine 
months. with. those of corresponding periods 
for the last five years. The showing is note- 
worthy by reason of the fact that it exceeds 
any similar period for the last ten years. 

For the month of September just closed 
there were 2,244 transfers filed in the re- 
corder’s Office, with a total consideration: of 
$9,047,109, as against 1,814, with a total con- 
sideration of $7 666,360 for September, 1901. 
For the nine months of the present year 
there were 19,713 transfers, with a total con- 
sideration of $93,987,055, compared -with 
16,911, with a total consideration of $85,040,- 


989 for the same period of 1901. 


Of no less significance as indicating a de- 
cidedly improved condition is the marked 
falling off in judicial sales. As nearly all ‘of 
these are foreclosure sales, the decrease is 
evidence of the rapid passing of the period 
of liquidation, which .was the bane of the 
market for several years following the boom 
of. world’s fair times.

Chicago observers have called the atten- 
tion of the biological survey of the agricult- 
ural department at Washington to the fact 
that some of the birds seem to prefer sun- 
light to starlight for their fall journey, and 
itis probable that the matter submitted will 
lead to a close investigation by the ornitholo- 
gists attached to the survey. The chahge 
in the hours of migration has been noted 
im other parts of the country as well, but 
in Chicago the change has been so noticeable 


,as to call for something more than mere 
‘Ysomment. Three years ago, in the last week 


of. August, thousands upon thousands of 
nighthawks, birds that are almost strictly 
nocturnal in their habits, began passing over 
Chicago, bound south, at about 2 o'clock in 
the afternoon. “There was not a cloud in the 
sky, and the sight of the migrating night- 
hawks, known to love darkness rather than 
light, was a surprise to men who had made 
birds a life study. It was thought at the 
time that the day migration was simply a 


freak’ and that another year would show the 


birds going south after sundown. 


Flying in the Sunlight. 
Whe next year during the first week in Sep- 


fember there was another flight of night- 
“hawks in the bright sunlight. This time the 


birds appeared a little later in the day, but 
fully four hours before twilight. This second 
daylight migration movement keyed up still 
higher the interest of ornithologists. Last 
year the nighthawks repeated their perform- 


ance of the year before and flew over the 
emoky city an army in numbers, though in 
open order instead of clesed ranks. This 
year the same thing took place again early 
in September. The flight of the birds was 
made on one of the few hot days of the month 
and under the beams of a brilliant sun. 


Last year, shortly after the daylight flight 
of the nighthawks, hundreds of genuine 
hawks, the birds of prey, passed over Chi- 


cago in the daytime. It should be said here 
that the nighthawks afe not true hawks at 


ali in any sense of the word. The flight of

_Last October on the first day of the hawk 
movement there went streaming across the 
sky southward all day long a great con- 
course of white bellied swallows, or, as they 
are sometimes called, tree swallows. These 
birda flew above the hawks, -which when 
passing over the city barely cleared the tops 
of the skyscraping business buildings. 

Tiis swallow flight. appeared again this 
year. William Brewster, the ardent orni- 
thologist, is of the opinion that all swallows 
migrate by day, but on numbers of occasions 
imanenge flocks of these birds have been seen 
circling about close to the ground just be- 


toward the south in the deepening dusk, 
There {se no question about the former 

migrating habits of the woodpeckere, They 

were night travelers. For two seasons in 


have been marked daylight movements of 
woodpeckers toward the south. Some few 
redheaded woodpeckers stay in the latitude 
of Chicago all winter, but the majority of 
the birds go some distance south. Why such 
a hardy bird as the redhead should have 
decamped as early as he did last year and 
this is a puzzle. Hundreds of the birds took 
part in a southward movement in 1901 in 
the month of Octobér,-.and this year, a week 
earlier, a great throng of the redheads 
passed over Chicago before September was 
ended. Thousands of the birds of course are 
still left in the north, for a day or a night's 
migration does not mean that all the mem- 

bers of a tribe take part in it. : | 

Changing Migration Habits. 

‘The thrushes, with the exception of the 
robin, always have been known as night trav- 
elers. No one has disputed this fact. This 
fall season, however, there flew southward 
and over Lincoln park detached flocks -of 
birds that the field glass showed beyond 
a doubt were thrushes, though, of course, 
whether they were hermits, veeries, oliye 
backs, wood thrushes,. or a mixture of all 
species could not be told definitely. The 
flights were too long continued and too evi- 
dently fixed in purpose to make the thought 
hold that the birds were simply changing 
their feeding grounds. | 

tt is said that the numbers of birds that 
are killed by contact with the heavy glass 
of the Nght houses on the coasts is not as 
great es formerly. This would tend to show 
either that the birds are diminishing in num- 
bers rapidly or that to some extent at least 
they are changing their migration habits. 
It is certain that the flocks of birds which 
are seen passing southward in daylight In 
the fall are more numerous than they were 
some years ago. The identity of the species 
comprising many of these flocks it has been 
impossible to determine, but if it can be 
shown, as it is hoped that it may be event- 
ually, that some of these fiocks are com- 
posed of warblers or vireos, then it may 
be put down as fairly certain that the feath-

Women Preferred to Men. 

Women are preferred to men in most of 
the buildings. Many superintendents say 
that they discover the idiosyncrasies of the 
tenants more quickly and observe them more 
religiously than men would do. Their hon- 
esty is not questioned. They find artic'es of 
great value and leave them undisturbed in 
the offices. 

They learn fo respect the habits of the 
tenants. Many discover that even business 
magnates reverence their cigar etubs, and 
when a scrubwomanp knows that the tenant 
picks up his half smoked cigars and finishes 
them she carefully leaves them lying where 
they had been placed. 

Because the bours of the scrubwoman are 
not long, comparatively, ehe has the oppor- 
tunity to do other work at home—to “ take 
in washing,’’ to do house cleaning, to dust 
theaters, or to do a bundred and one things 
at which a woman may find employment. 

To some of these workers car fare is an 
important item. To save it some of them, 
living nearer the downtown district, walk to 
and from their work. In some of the build- 
ings it is a practice among the women to 
divide the work of one who fails to appear 
and do it for her. It is assumed that she is 
ilk and they do her section of the hall and 
noome. That protects her position for her 
and she receivessber weekly wages as if che 
had been at work. 

Illness is a thing which may incapacitate 
amy one of them and their protection is inan 
agreement of this character. 


Judge Them at a Glance. 


Many of the employers of scrub women 
say they can judge a woman's capabilities 
at a glance. They can tell hex worth by 
her dress, her manner, the questions she 
asks, and her general bearing. Ocrasionally 
they ask for referencss, but usually they 
abide their own jJudgment.. The inquisitive 
woman is rarely engaged. It is feared that 
she may be a trouble maker in the building. 

Scrubbing today is not the hard work that 
it has been in the past, Chemicals are n 
used of manual labor. The 
physical force which a scrub woman once 
had to expend on the floors of a building is 
now unnecessary. 

Upon the care the women use in manipu- 
lating the acids they use depends the condi- 
tion of their fingers. There are some un- 
sightly hands among the workers who fill 
the big buildings after 5 o'clock; but, again, 
there are others which indicate that once 
their owner lived an easier if not a happier 
life. | 
Frequent changes of employers usually 
eounts against the scrub woman, as it does 
against the employé In any line of. work. 
But the scrub woman has one reason for 
quitting which never militates against ber 
when she seeks reémployment somewhere 
else. If an inferior quality of scouring 
powder or soap has been furnished in the 
buliding she has left, or if she has been re-

yearling cow puncher. While he'was riding 
the New Yorker:spent. an hour listening to 


stories of his wonderful ways of dealing out . 


justice. 

‘”* He had not been a justice a month before 
he distinguished himself by an original de- 
cision.” said a Langtry merchant who knows 
him well. “They were just building the 
railroad and Bean kept a progressive saloon. 
That ie, he followed. the road buiiders, and 
at each camp established his bar. It was 

easily done, piling up four walls of loose 
stone, stretching a piece of canvas across 
them for the roof and stringing a board from 
wall to wall to serve as a bar. He usually 
named the camps, and this one he called 
Vinegerone. At the request of the rallroad 
contractor Gov. Ireland commissioned him 
_ Justice of the peace and gave him a company 
of. rangers to support his authority. Inaday 
or two one of the white bosses shot a Cue 
man.

“ Another white man who had a grudge to 
settle swore out a warrant for the arrest of 
the murderer.

SUPPORT SELVES. 


Correspondent Says Average Fem- 
inine Wages Are Too Low 
for Subsistence, 


BICAGO, Oct. 4.—[ Editor of The Trib- 
une.}—In one of Helen Oldfield’s arti- 
les she says to “study your hus- 
‘Dand’s whims. Not béing blessed 
with a husband, and therefore 

norant of the ‘‘whims’’ of mere man, I can- 
not dispute the author's accuracy of state- 
ment in that respect. I do, however, know 
by experience that when she digresses to 
say that “ there is no more excuse for an 
able bodied. woman being dependent today, 
or lacking the luxuries mgney can give, than 
ie in man’'s,’’ she ts mistaken. 
I have no knowledge of Helen Oldfield’s 
wt life, but from the statement 
above Guoted it would appear that she is 
not acquainted with the actual facts pertain- 
ing to @ woman's struggle for existence at 
the present time. 

For many years I have been entirely de- 
pendent upon my own exertions, and have 
been employed at salaries ranging from $900 

to $1,500 per annum. At the latter figure 
engaged’ as private secretary—a most 
éiMcult and responsible position—for seven 
years, death terminating the employment. 

For ‘months I have sought in vain for a 
position. Neither advertisements nor e¢m- 
ployment agencies have offered anything 
but low grade work, paying from $6 to $12 
per week. with no chance of advancement, 
and there are at least twenty applicants for 

each of such places. 

This I fad ie owing to the fact that a large 
number of girle who have parents and good 
homes prefer to:go downtown and work 
for anything that te affered, which they use 
as pin money, rather than help in the do- 
mestic duties of a home. 

The surplus of workers, even though in- 
competent and inexperienced, has had. the 
effect of reducing wages to a most ridicu- 
lotisiy low point, and it is not true that a 
girl can enter “the ranks of labor with the 
assurance that there she will find exactly 
the amount of emolument she earns.” 

Scan the columns of “help wanted" ad- 
vertisements,’ mote those that offer as low 
as $8.50 a week, the average being $8 No 
girl without a home can obtain the barest 
neces@ities of life at §3.50 a week, nor even 
at 68. and why should any one expect to 
buy brains at such figures? 

Theory is excellent, but experience is the 
test that proves truth or fal . A Woman 
has butte put herself in the labor market 
today. to find all previous opinions set at 
naught, and that the conditions are neither 
-encou at present, nor promising for 
the future. Aiso that the “emolument” de- 
pends not on the worker's ability or experi- 
ence, but on employers’ evident preference 
for cheap, slipshod applicants who can af- 
ford te accept starvation wages, which 
mean to them but the gratification of fool- 
‘sh desires, instead of the support 
sustain not to mention the 
tes.”

IGURBS that are considered by bakers. 
as conservative show that Chicago is 
probably the largest bread consuming 
city In America and perhaps in the 
workd. Every twenty-four hours the 
people that depend upon the bakeries to 
supply them with bread eat a column of 
that foodstuff, which, if baked into pound 
Neaves and laid end to end, would cover a 
Mistance of 64 miles 08 yards and 8 inches. 
‘This le allowing the usual seven and one- 
Whalf inches to- each loaf of bréad. If thé 
‘bread wae laid loaf by loaf it would reach 
from thecity hall to a point 26 miles 006 yards 
‘and 86 inches from the city hall. This would 
Ibe twice the distance from Chicago’e city 
‘hall to that of Evanston and would leave 
in addition more than two miles of bread. 
John A. Heusner, president of the Heusner 
‘Baking company, has complied a lot of 
figures upon Chicago's daily consumption of 
bread.

$20 per day. If tie daifty roceipts or tne 
bakers from the tread supply is $20,000, it 


~wequires 1,000 wagons, as many drivers, and 


as many horses to supply the trade of Chicago 
@aily. 

Bakery proprietors figure that a good day’s 
work on the part of a baker is bread to the 
value of $20. Hence it takes 1,000 bakers to 
supply the 1,000 drivers who deliver bread.

1854 he undertook the work. In his diary he wrote: ‘“‘I haye at

It 
is to weave together their beautiful traditions into a whole. 


I have hit upon a-measure, too, which I think the right and 


only one for such a theme.”’ 

The poet's interest in the Indians long had been manifest, 
He was acquainted with a few of the straggling ones of the 
Algonquin tribe of Maine, he hhd seen Black Hawk and his 
brayes on Boston common, and a few years before he had 
made the acquaintance of Kahgegagahbowh, the Ojibway 
chief, and had entertained him at his house, probably having 
in mind some helpful suggestion from the personality of the 
old Indian. 

Taking seriously to the work, the poet made a study of 
Schoolcraft’s hook on the Indians, a book which the poet de- 
scribed as “ three huge quagtos, ill digested, and without any 
index.”” He began the writing of ‘“ Hiawatha” on June 25, 
1834, taking as the name of his hero *‘ Manabozho "’; this soon 
was changed to the more euphonious title of “ Hiawatha,” 
and it ig by this name—unknown to Indian tongue when the 
poet began the poem-—that Dr. Henning has traced the his- 
tory of the founder of the five nations. The poem was com- 
pleted on March.29, 1855, and was published on Nov. 10, mak- 
ing a fyrore in literary circles and establishing its popularity 
from the first. 7

Hiawatha Was an Onondaga. 


~ “When Longfellow published ‘ The Song of Hiawatha,’ in 
1855,"" says Dr. Henning, ‘the name Hiawatha was unknown 
_tm ethnology. In the ‘Sketches of Ancient History of the 
Six Nations,’ by Daniel Cusick, published in 1825, the name 
of Hiawatha is not mentioned, and the superhuman being 
Tahiawagi—' Holder of the Heavens’—is considered as the 
founder of the confederacy.” 

But ag offsetting this, the doctor points out that, as the 
Tyscarorag became the sixth nation in the confederacy as late. 
as 1715, the @tory told by Cusick evidently is of sueh recent. 
date that ff gould not contain the true history of the con- 
federacy. According to the story told by Chief ‘La Fort, the 
‘Hiawatha of Indian history was an Onondaga, who went 
among the Mohawks in search of a wife, This was more 
than 300 years ago. He reared a family, and, his wife dying, 
he-went into mourning for the prescribed year, showing him- 
self to mone of his people. At the end of the period, instead 
of his tribesmen hunting him out and saying to him, accord- 
ing to custom: ‘Come, we will now rejoice together,” his 
people came not at all, and, feeling hurt at the neglect, he 
resolved to travel among neighboring tribes. So traveling 
and being received with ajl honor, he took upon himself the 
naming of the clans as he went, and with the name of each 
of them he prescribed the totem pole that should distinguish 


one encampment from another. if 


Convention. of the Nations.. 


News of the naming of the clans traveled abroad, and with 
the meeting of some of the “‘ principal '' men of the tribes, it 


was decided that a council should be called. at which the man ~ 


Hiawatha should be invited. Only a verbal invitation was. ex- 
tended—one of the discoyrtesies of the Indian etiquette of the 
time—and not till the wampum belt, with the stick attached, 
upon which was the place of meeting carved, had been re- 
ceived, did Hiawatha go to the council. This convention was 
held on the lands of the Onondagas. There the Five Nations 
were enlisted in the move to unite, and the final council was 
held later on the present site of Syracuse, where Warren and 
Tennessee streets now intersect. And here it was decided : 
that the wampum of the confederacy of the Five Nations 

-@hould thereafter be made of bones instead of the short lived 
shells, 

With the Pive Nations in confederacy, Hiawatha laid down 
the law that over the nations should be a head man. ‘ And 
he shall have.a throne, and his throne shall be set close to 
an elm tree, the roots of which shall spread out from north 
to south, from east to west, and the top of the tree shal! 
reach unto heaven."’ The law for the succession of chief was 
outlined, the formalities of the condolence meeting of the 
tribes. being drawn according to the strictest sense of the 
proprieties, and the choice of the nes ruler, left first to the 
ald women of the tribes, was safeguarded by the indorsement 
of the chiefs of the individual tribes, sitting en banc. 


Hiawatha’s Farewell. 


Leaving to his people a form of government that he de- 
creed should last to the end of time, Hiawatha dispersed all 
the magical monsters from the woods and the streams and 
the lakes; and then, rowing in his white canoe through Oneida 
lake, Onondage lake, Cayuga lake, and Seneca lake, he drew 
his canoe to shore close to the spot where Syracuse now 
stands. Here he bade farewell to the tribes, and, as his white 
canoe rose in the air, it paused for a moment, when, speaking 
to the sorrowing ones below, he said: 

“T have finished my work and have made a constitution 

‘for your people that shall last as long as the world shal! last. 
I shall now go home to my place. Should it happen that the 
government which I have framed does not last as long as 
the world, then it will be my bounden duty to appear again,” 
And it was thus that Hiawatha departed, 

“In the glory of the sunset, 
In the purple mists of evening, 
To the regions of the home wind, 
Of the northwest wind, Keewaydin, 
To the Islands of the Blessed, | 
To the Kingdom of Gonemah, 
To the Land of the Hereafter.’ 

This was the story told by old Chief: La Fort—a sto 
told with emotion, and affecting his hearer almost as deeply 
as it moved the relator. La Fort was especially emphatic in 
denying that the “ Holder of the Heavens" was the builder 
of the confederacy. ‘‘ He was a superhuman, who lived long 
before Hiawatha; he had the power to make himself invisible 
and he celled all Indians his brothers and his sisters: he de- 
stroyed numerous monsters, but he made no constitution.’’

Billowy Expanse of Silver Gray. 


The big olive orchard presents a vision of surpassing love- 
liness. Ags far as the eye can reach it is one sweeping, billowy 
expanse of silver gray. The olive trees themselves are not 
willows in their graceful, somewhat drooping, sil- 
houette. The trees are arranged in orderly rows, and near at. 
hand one sees the peculiarly beautiful shade known as olive 
green, which becomes a silver gray whenever a breath of wind 


_ discloses the under side of the leaf. In the distance the per- . 
spective reduces the size and assembles the trees. producing , _ 


an effect much like. a waving field of grain. The orchard is 
situated in a beautiful amphitheater in the Sierra Madre 
mountains. 

Probably the most remarkable feature of this ranch Is the 
fact that it has never been irrigated. When the Los Angles 
Olive Growers’ association took hold of the property, in 1892, 
it looked like a desert, being covered with cactus and brush. 
The earth on the surface is always carefully pulverized, and, 
consequently, the water has been drawn up by capillary at- 
traction.
